Raplyinog to an address by the Mayor, the Prince said he hd 
returned most deaply touched sand impreased by the unity and 
szrength of sentiment? binding all parts of His Majesty’s Dominions 
to the Crown and making the fatare of the British Empire secure. 
So firm and clear waa this devotion to British ideals and the King, 
their head, that his travels throazhout had been « profoundly mov. 
ing and inspiring experience. Ha was looking forward greatly now 
to his stay at Home. He feared wa were dtill only 38 the beginaiag 
of the labour necessary io restore our credit and prosperity after 
the war. He was deeply interested in theproblem of recons=raction, 
which all parts of the nation must pull together to solve. . 

The Prince was given & very «arm welcome at Victoria Station, 
which was decorated with Imperial flags. . The platiorm, where the 
special train drew up, was carpeted in red baize and decorated with 
Sowers, whilst a large banner inscribed “Well Done!" and “ Woel- 
come Home!™ faced the Royal saloon The Coldstream Guards 
supplied the guard-o7-honour. ‘ :

The present senant~ of Bank Bouillings (and ther occupy five 
sbops and caine offices) are all leaseholders, some of the leases siill 
* having o fsicly considerable time to ron—say.two years and more. 
4. But there is a clause in all the leases providing that in the event of 
the sale of the property tenants can bagiven four months’ notice te 
- quit. The purchasers of the property have jus: given notice to all 
the tenants thst they are now required to clear out by the 
end of February.

We know of a 
case in which the tenant of ap offce inthe Old Poss Oifice, kKpowing 
- that he would econ be forced to leave, found something else in. the 
> wery Bank Building that within four months will be pulled down. 
. ‘The scarcity of office and shop toom inthe European city has become 
so acute that the business developmest of the Cnlony is being 
“peatricted to a costly extent. Woe bear that the tanants of Bank 
Buildings have never expected the literal application of the clause 
above referred to, but the purchasers have every right to exercise 
it and there caa be no grumble againstihem. But surely, it is time 
something was done te remedy the shoriage of accommodation. It 
hhas been suggested to us thatthe tenants now affected should joint- 
ly eddress the Government pointing out the extreme difidulty of 
securing Woy other sccommedation, asking it to intervene on their 
behalf, persuading the A.P.C.to be content’ to give twelve months’ 
notice instead of the legal. four months, But that would only give 
. temporary relief. When the building does come down there will 
still exist the danger of people being thrown out of business. We 
have to look farther ahead than just a mere postponement, though, 
doubt less, that would be of great assistence ” . : 
~The present position goes to show that the Government mus! 
actively interest itself in the problem of congestion that is facing 
the business community of the Colony.

“small men of the service. Tho 
other day, at tha K. R. A, 
meaoting, mention was made of 
the totally inadequate quarters 
provided for tha Postmaster in 
Kowloon, but it was not added, 
a8 it might have been, that. even 
what xecommodatian there is 
has been rendared less habitable 
from the fxet that the new Fire 
Statian hss been erected almoat 
dead up against the Post Office, 
with the reault that light and air 
ste to a large extant excluded 
from the whole of the Post- 
master’s living quarters on one 
side. Then if we take the Fire 
Station: itself wa sza the same 
nigeardliness displayed in the 
provision of quarters for the 
staff. These sare situate right 
over the Station itself; in fact, 
they might be described as bav- 
ing been dumped dawn on to the 
roof of the Station, and, what is 
almost unbelievable, there are no 


verandahs whatever. To expect} 


Europeans to live in small 
verandabless rooms in a climate 
such es that-which prevails here 
in the summer months is, to pub 
it very mildly, asking a trifle too 
much, Wo wonder who designs 
these Government quarters. 
Whoever he is, would he like to 
reside in them himself?

. MEMORLAL TO SOME 

GREAT VICTORY? 

Is the riddie of Stonehenge to 
be solved. after pozzliog 
archaeologists forcenturies? 

Tho Office of Works, with the 
Society of Antiquaries (writes a 
Daily Chronicle Tepresent- 
ative) are engaged jn reconstruct- 
ing the monoliths and placing 
them in their origins! positions. 
Colone] Hawley, the well-known 
archaeologist, is supervising the 
work. . 

Mr. J. Bankes. sho treasurer 
ofthe society, woich is asking 
for public sudsenptions, stated to 
& representative of that journal 
that asscon as tbe restorations 
have been carried ant excava- 
trons will be made near the 
famous Alar Stone. 

Previous researches bere have 
led to the discovery of animal 
and haman bones,‘sod it is hkely 
tbat further resolts would be 
obtained from excavations. 

At present the holes known 
as 1“ Anbrey Hotes” are 
being explored...
